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Enochrus (Lumetus) bicolor FABRICIUS, 1792 is widely distributed in the Palaearctic Region,

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and is recorded, in Japan, from Kumamoto Prefecture, Kyushu and Tokushima Prefecture, 
Shikoku (MATSUI, 1994; SCHODL, 1998). 

KAWAKAMI (2003) recorded Enochrus japonicus from artificial tidal flat at Osaka Nanko 
Bird Sanctuary in Osaka City from 2000 to 2002. Recently, we reexamined the specimens and 
concluded that it was a misidentification of E. bicolor (Fig. 1). This is the first record from 
Honshu, Japan.
